CONSTITUTIONAL 
REFORM VOTED IN 
AT FFV 


Football Federation Victoria (FFV) 
stakeholders voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of constitutional reform at a spe- 
cial general meeting held at the Dare- 
bin Arts and Entertainment Centre last 
Thursday. 

The constitutional changes will see a ma- 
jor shift in the way the FFV Commission 
is elected, allowing for more equality of 
voting powers of all clubs, whether they 
are a senior men’s, junior or women’s 
club. 

The change is in keeping with the find- 
ings of the Commonwealth Government’s 
2003 Crawford Enquiry into the structure, 
governance and management of football 
in Australia. 

The vote for constitutional reform was 
carried with 93% of the vote, clearing the 
way for the implementation process to be- 
gin immediately. 

“This is a monumental day for our sport 
in Victoria. This vote mandates the refor- 
mation of our game at all levels and al- 
lows our state to continue to be a leading 
member of the wider Australian football 
and sporting community,” said FFV Chief 
Executive Officer Tony Pignata after the 
meeting. 

A clear timeline for implementation of 
constitutional reform is now in place, the 
first task of appointing an external consul- 
tant to oversee the process is on track to be 
completed before the middle of May. 
“Despite last night’s historic vote, there is 
still much work to be done. FFV will con- 
tinue to work closely with Football Fed- 
eration Australia and all relevant stake- 
holders to ensure that the implementation 
process is as seamless and timely as pos- 
sible,” he said.

It wasn’t long 
before that query could be answered when the 
lights returned 15 minutes later and play was 
able to resume. 


Unfortunately for South Melbourne, the home 
side began where they left off and three minutes 
into the restart were awarded a free kick 20 me- 
tres from goal after Anthony Pelikan was fouled 
by Jonas Salley. What followed was an astound- 
ing strike by Pelikan with his curling effort elud- 
ing Anastasiadis and perching into the top right 
corner of the net. 


It was the goal that the Cannons were looking for 


but despite South Melbourne gallantly fighting 
their back into the contest their lack of firepower 
up front would ultimately prove to be their Achil- 
les heel. Even when Kevin Nelson came on for 
the last ten minutes and South Melbourne were 
working with a three-man strike attack, Oakleigh 
were in no danger of coughing up the result. 


The contest started on an exhilarating note with 
two goals scored in the opening five minutes. 
South Melbourne hit the front in the first minute 
when Andreas Oliveira goaled after a Vasilios 
Natsioulas strike rebounded off the right upright. 
That was immediately followed minutes later 
when a clearance by South defender Dino Djul- 
bic was spectacularly half-volleyed by Bill Da- 
mianos from long range and caught Anastasiadis 
off his line. 


Both sides started to tighten up in midfield and 
in defence and neither team was able to trouble 
their opposing goalkeepers and the scores were 
locked 1-1 at halftime. 


“We expected a real entertaining game today and 
I think it’s turned out that way,” said Oakleigh 
coach Stuart Munro. 


“The game started with a bang and once again 
we conceded an early goal, which is part of the 


norm at the moment and I’m not happy about 
it but (I’m) certainly happy about the way we 
responded. To respond with the way that Billy 
Damianos did and his goal was absolutely out- 
standing. And to win the game with another 
outstanding goal from Pelikan and that just goes 
to show that they guys, there’s a lot of quality 
within the team.” 


The loss sees South Melbourne fall out of the top 
six and coach John Anastasiadis cut a forlorn fig- 
ure after South’s third loss in four matches. 


“Yeah, very disappointed, very disappointed,” 
said Anastasiadis. 


“We should have, at least, the worst result was a 
draw, but unfortunately things aren’t falling our 
way at the moment. A bit of luck has deserted 
us here and there. At the end of the day we’ve 
just, look; we’ve just got to keep on going there’s 
nothing you can do. You just can’t put your head 
between your legs, you’ve just got to keep on go- 
ing and work harder and hopefully we can get 
some results on the board.“

Zebras’ Resistance Frustrates Magic 


Bulleen Zebras 0 - 0 Altona Magic 


Anzac Eve at the Veneto club saw the home 
team Bulleen Zebras put up the barricades 
and repel premiership contender, Altona 
Magic in a scoreless draw. 

For the fourth time in five matches, the Zebras 
defensive line proved impregnable. 

The two sides went into the match with just two 
places separating them in the top six, but with 
the Magic as favorites particularly with the ab- 
sence of the injured A-League recruits Ricky 
Diaco and Billy Celeski, from Bulleen’s team. 
The Zebras brought in promising seventeen year 
old Adam Fedjevic for his first full game and 
coach Michael Michalakopoulos gave him the 
tough assignment of marking the Magic’s Doug 
Mladenovic. 

The Magic began with Sash Becvinovski as the 
lone striker, with Tomi Razov playing high up 
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the park on the left and Igor Arsovski pushing 
forward from the middle to support Becvinovski 
when the Magic had possession. 

In a cautious opening 25 minutes, neither side 
was able to penetrate, with opportunities limited 
to shots from distance. Then suddenly, Zebras 
striker Hamlet Arminian found himself in space 
in the box on the end of a rebound. However he 
was unable to keep his shot down and blasted 
over the bar. Ten minutes later, Fedjevic missed 
a chance to score, when he headed a far post 
cross into the arms of Altona keeper Bojo Jevde- 
vic from close distance. 

Altona’s closest attempt on goal in the first half, 
came when defender Steven Mrkela fired a 35 
metre, bullet-like free kick. Such was the speed 
of the shot that Zebra keeper, Toitas Kovar just 
managed to get some glove to the ball in time , 
causing it to ricochet onto the crossbar and away 
to safety. 


The Magic continued to press forward after the 
break with greater urgency. They were more flu- 
ent in their approach play without creating many 
clear cut chances. 

Bulleen in contrast, favored a more direct ap- 
proach, sending long balls into the box or into 
space for their mobile forwards to run onto. 
With the game heading for a stalemate, a poten- 
tial turning point came when the Zebras went 
down to 10 men in the 69th minute, following 
the dismissal of striker Arminian for a second 
bookable offence after his tackle on Altona’s 
Ivan Razov. Playing with just one striker, the Ze- 
bras defended deeper and deeper, working very 
hard to get players behind the ball. Magic coach 
Ken Murphy brought on Koce Delev in injury 
time as a last throw of the dice but to no avail. 
After the game, Zebras coach Michalakopoulos 
said, “ That was a battle for us. I’m glad we kept 
a clean sheet. You can’t but be impressed with 


the defensive side of their performance coming 
up against a team which is second on the lad- 
der, and after having our player sent off with 20 
minutes to go.” 

The Magic’s Ken Murphy said afterward, “ I’m 
a bit disappointed because we wanted to win. 
We had a lot of pressure without making good 
clear chances. We need our creative players to 
get a bit more fire in the belly. Bulleen’s a very 
tight defensive unit and that’s the way the game 
fell. They never committed men forward. We 
found it very hard to stretch them. The only way 
to stretch them is by having people beat men. 
We never really beat men well enough to create 
chances.”

I said, ‘Football is life, 
it’s the beautiful game, it’s the lifeblood of 
thousands of millions of people throughout 
the world. It’s linked to life, it’s not just 
‘Brown passed to Green who hit a shot, that 
the green-clad custodian saved at the foot of 
the post’. It’s not that, and especially for the 
World Service. The World Service listener 
wants to hear something that reminds him of 
his homeland. 

For instance, I’ll go to Blackburn Rovers 
in the old days to Ewood Park, and I said 
‘Ewood Park, there’s a stench of ice-cold 
vinegar, hitting the red hot chips and foam- 
ing Holland’s steak-and-kidney pies’. It 
almost brings tears to the eyes of the guy 
who was born in Blackburn.” 


His philosophy is best explained in his fol- 
lowing quote:

Round the decay of this 
colossal wreck, boundless and bare, the lone 
and level sands stretch far away.’”

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It now looks as though the FA will not be introducing a 
new face into the English game as Luiz Felipe Scolari, 
the Portugal coach has ruled himself out of taking over 
as England coach. His no nonsense approach and strong 
personality will be a loss to England. The job will now 
go to the second best candidate, and someone who is no 
stranger to the Premiership... 


On Saturday, Jose Mourinho gave Alex Fergusson a hug 
before the match between Chelsea and Manchester United, 
then he went out of his way to shake the hands of all the Man 
Utd coaching staff just before Chelsea were crowned Pre- 
miership Champions for the second year running. Fergus- 
son didn’t look over enthusiastic about either of the greet- 
ings, but yet it was an improvement in managerial manners 
over last week when Mourinho ignored Liverpool’s man- 
ager Rafael Benitez after Chelsea’s defeat. 


Next season there will be at least one new managerial face 
to excite the media. Neil Warnock the 57-year-old York- 
shireman, manager of the newly promoted Sheffield Unit- 
ed, referred to as the Robbie Savage of management with 
Brian Clough’s attitude. It will be interesting to see if his 
no nonsense behaviour will be accepted by the Premiership 
Big Boys. Sheffield United may not challenge Chelsea for 
honours next season but Mourinho may meet his match in 
Warnock when it comes to controversy. The prospect of 
Warnock patrolling the technical areas of Stamford Bridge, 
Old Trafford and Highbury with the same unbridled passion 
and outspoken attitude that he has brought to the Champi- 
onship is mouth watering. 


In the last month Warnock has been in trouble on two oc- 


casions. He was sent to the stands by referee Graham Poll 
after venting his anger at counterpart Kevin Blackwell 
over Leeds’ physical play, and he had to be escorted by a 
police officer down the tunnel as he refused to leave qui- 
etly after Poll had sent him off. He was also hit with the 
charge of improper conduct by the FA because of a gesture 
he made towards the Norwich bench after the final whistle 
of their match at Carrow Road. He was incensed that Nor- 
wich counterpart Nigel Worthington ignored him, refusing 


a handshake after the Canaries’ 2-1 victory, so he flicked 
the ‘Vs’ 
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Warnock temper has led to some minor scares in the past 
and he needed tablets to help him sleep at night during a 
promotion chase. How he will keep a lid on his blood pres- 
sure during next season’s relegation battle is another ques- 
tion. 


Warnock has been manager of Sheffield United for six-and- 
a-half years. He took over when the club were £13M in debt 
and at the bottom of the league. Since then, the Blades have 
reached the Championship play-offs three times in their 
previous attempts to return to the holy grail of the Premier- 
ship, but missed out on promotion each time. He is now de- 
termined to establish the club as a force following their 12 
seasons absence. Promotion is worth approximately £20M 
to United and he will plough almost half that figure into 
team strengthening and hope that will do the trick. 


Sheffield United is unlikely to provide ‘sexy football’ and 
will probably produce not much more than a long-ball game 
as they hope to be able to emulate Wigan’s achievements 
rather than Sunderland’s collapse. It will be Warnock’s ap- 
proach, comments and controversy that will provide the 
entertainment. 


Last week, on celebrating the Blades promotion, Warnock 
put his kids in his car and went down the kebab house and 
stood in the queue. His partner turned and asked him, “Do 
you think Mourinho’s standing in a kebab shop right now?” 
To which Warnock replied ‘Well, I’m having a doner, so 
he’s probably ordering a shish.’

Chelsea beat Manchester United for

LONDON, Apr 29 - Chelsea have won their third ever 
English Premiership title, and did so in style by beat- 
ing main competitors Manchester United 3-0 at Stam- 
ford Bridge. 

The Londoners only needed a draw to secure their 
championship, while Manchester United required the 
full three points to stay in the race. 

With less than five minutes played in the English capi- 
tal city, Chelsea opened the score through William Gal- 
las. When Joe Cole doubled the lead just after the hour 
mark, home fans felt free to start their celebrations. 
Portuguese Ricardo Carvalho added a third, twelve 


minutes later, ending United’s re- 
maining hope. 

Things got even worse for the visi- 
tors, and possibly for all of Eng- 
land, when a Ferreira challenge on 
Wayne Rooney left the internation- 
al forward down on the pitch, and 
the youngster had to be replaced 
with Evra. 

Even Chelsea fans were quiet 
during the player’s injury treat- 
ment on the pitch, and applauded 
when Rooney was carried off on a 
stretcher. 

United could not do anything back 
after this blow and Chelsea could 
soon officially celebrate their third 
title. Goalscorer Joe Cole was 
named man of the match. 

With 36 matches played and two 
left to go, Chelsea have 91 points. 
This is twelve more than Manches- 
ter United, who will now have to 
battle for their second place. 
Chelsea’s third Premiership title 
comes only a year after their sec- 
ond. This is a considerably shorter 
interval than the one between their 
first title and the second, as no less 
than half a century was needed af- 
ter their 1955 victory.

This marked PSG’s second Coupe triumph in the 
last three years and their seventh overall, second 
only to the 10 won in the history of Marseille. PSG 
now enter the first round of the 2006/07 UEFA 
Cup. 

Marseille are still without a Coupe win since they 
last won it in 1989 over Monaco. 


Valenciennes back in Ligue 1 
after 12 years 


SEDAN, Apr 28 - Valenciennes secured promotion 
to Ligue 1 on Friday after they defeated second- 
place side Sedan 3-0 away for their first trip to the 
French top flight since 1994. 


Goals from Sébastien Heitzmann and two by Lucas 
Savidan guided them to victory over their nearest 
competitors for the Ligue 2 title, and now many 
will be looking forward to their return to the top 
flight after financial troubles saw them relegated. 


After being involved in the match-fixing scandal 
before Marseille won the 1993 European champi- 
onship, Valenciennes were sent down to the third 
division of French football the next season. The 
scandal cost Marseille a league title and saw them 
relegated themselves. 


Valenciennes, languishing in the lower divisions ac- 
tually became an amateur side after another relega- 
tion in 1997, but after regaining their professional 
tag in 2002, they were promoted to Ligue 2 for this 
term and now will be back in the top flight.

German Cup: 
Bayern capture cup, remain on 


course for double

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BERLIN, Apr 29 - Bayern Munich captured yet 
another trophy in their illustrious history on Satur- 
day, claiming their fifth German Cup in the last nine 
years after defeating Eintracht Frankfurt 1-0 at the 
Olympiastadion in Berlin. 

The lone goal of the match came off of a set piece 
in the 59th minute as a corner kick by substitute 
Zé Roberto found the head of a leaping Claudio 
Pizarro who put the ball beyond goalkeeper Oka 
Nikolov. 

The cup triumph is the 13th in the history of Bay- 
erm Munich, the most in German football. They 
also have an impeccable record in the final of this 
competition, losing only twice when the reach the 
last game. 

Despite the loss, Eintracht Frankfurt have still 
clinched a berth in the 2006/07 UEFA Cup first 
round as Bayern will be playing Champions League 
football.
